BEIRUT, Jan. 1, (R). — The 
New Year opened quickly in 
Beirut Thursday with the Gov- 
ernment’s efforts to restore law 
and order to the streets achiev- 
ing growing success despite 
scattered shooting incidents. 

Snipfers iirec a few shots in 
the commercial centre of the 
city and between the suburbs 
of Ain al-Rummaneh and 
Shiyah. 

hi one incident a gunman 
opened fire on security forces 
in Damascus Street. They fired 
back and silenced him*, police 
said. It was not known if he 
was killed or had abandon- 
ed his position. 

Damascus Street is part of 
the ragged line dividing the city 
into two armed camps. 

Shooting resumed shortly 
after midnight in the southern 
and northeastern suburbs after 
two days during which warring 
factions appeared to be harden- 
ing their stand politically. 

The gulf between them yaw- 


ned as wide as ever. Moslems 
and leftists continued to de- 
mand a greater voice in the 
government, but conservative 
Christian leaders rejected any 
change. Interior Minister Camil- 
le Chamoun told Agence Fran- 
ce Presse Wednesday. 

KBs dose ally, Pierre Gemay- 
el, head of the Phalangist Par- 
ty, said the situation' has “re- 
ached a stage where there is 
nobody qualified to negotiate 
with.” 

If Christians and Moslems 
could not live together because 
of foreign meddling, partition 
would be a natural solution, be 
said. 

Officials announced that the 
private militia of both sides 
completed the evacuation of 
central Beirut Wednesday ni- 
ght. 

Yet witnesses saw these fac- 
tional fighters at various points 
in the "evacuated” area firing 
their guns into the sky at mid- 
night to usher in the New Year.

Algeria releases raiders 
after OPEC states’ calls 


That indicated they could man 
their abandoned barricades in a 
matter of moments if large-sca- 
le hostilities broke out again, 
as they have repeatedly since 
the first clash last April. 

The shooting since then has 
killed an estimated 8,000 and 
wounded 24,000 — about one 
casualty for every 100 citizens 
in the country. 

A mop-haired teenager with 
a stubby Kalashnikov rifle un- 
der his arm Thursday saunter- 
ed down a side street off the 
capital’s Riad al-SoIh Square 
within 100 metres of troops un- 
der orders since Wednesday to 
shoot people carrying arms 
without authorisation. 

Another youth with a sub* 
machine gun stood in the mid- 
dle of broad Fouad al-Awal 
Avenue handing out propagan- 
da sheets to the few cars that 
cared to stop. 

The rival factions have pul- 
led back from some of their 
forward positions along a line 
which runs from north to south 
through the city and separates 
the mainly Moslem west from 
the predominantly Christian 
east.

It described comment in the 
Western press on Algeria’s ac- 
tion as “base denigrations”. 

‘Tt would be to belittle the 
opinions and advice of the 12 
states (whose ministers were 
seized at a meeting of the Or- 
ganisation of Oil Exporting 
Countries) to pretend that tbe 
decision belonged to Algeria 
alone," the newspaper said.

ty,” El Moudjahid wrote. 

El Moudjahid said Algeria 
was motivated above all by 
humanitarian aims in freeing 
the group after their hostages 
had been released. 

“Algeria believes it carried 
out the double task which it 
took upon itself in order to ob- 
tain freedom for all of the hos- 
tages. 

The first of these tasks was 
in line with a humanitarian ob-

Venezuela takes over full control of 

its oil industry 


CARACAS, Jan. I, (R), — 
Venezuela Thursday formally 
nationalised its oil industry, fif- 
th largest in the world, ending 
more than 50 years of foreign 
control. 

President Carlos Andres Pe- 
rez hoisted a huge Venezuelan 
flag at the site of the country’s 
first commercially productive 
well near Lake Maracaibo, in 
Western Zulia state, to symbo- 
lise the takeover. 

About 150 guests, including 
representatives of all the mem- 
bers of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC), watched the ceremony 
at oilwell Zumaque One, 800 
kilometres west of Caracas. 

Zuraaque One was drilled in 
1914 and shortly afterwards 
Venezuela began exporting cru- 
de oil at the rate of 332 barrels 
per day. 

Exports now average 2.2 mi- 
llion barrels per day, with 
100,000 more barrels kept back 

Guards will 
outnumber athletes 
at Olympics 

INNSBRUCK, Austria, Dec. 
31, (R). — Police and security 
guards will outnumber compe- 
titors at the Winter Olympic 
Games starting in Innsbruck on 
February 4, police said Wed- 
nesday. 

About 2,500 police and gen- 
darmes have been drafted to 
Innsbruck from all parts of Au- 
stria for the 12-day games, a 
spokesman said. This compares 
with about 2,000 competitors 
from nearly 40 countries. 

Police precautions, already 
rigorous, have been sharply in- 
creased since guerillas attack- 
ed the Vienna headquarters of 
the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) 
ten days ago, taking ten oil 
ministers hostage. 

Police said workers setting 
up the Olympic Village and 
other installations in Innsbruck 
were being carefully checked. 

Security may be even tighter 
if top national leaders come to 
the Innsbruck games. 

The Shah of Iran, a keen 
skier, has said he may make a 
visit. If he does, he will be giv- 
en a large personal bodyguard. 
The Iranian Interior Minister 
was one of the OPEC ministers 
taken hostage in Vienna and 
threatened with death. 

Austrian officials are also 
ready for a rumoured visit by 
President Ford, also a ski-fan, 
but this is considered less like- 
ly. 

When Mr Ford met President 
Anwar Sadat of Egypt in Salz- 
burg last June, 1,500 Austrian 
police were on duty at the sce- 
ne 


for domestic use.

The foreign companies have 
accepted compensation totalling 
$ 1.018 billion, part in cash, the 
rest in government bonds re- 
payable within five years at in- 
terest of six per cent per an- 
num. 

All Venezuela’s political par- 
ties approve of nationalisation, 
but opponents of President 
Perez’s Democratic Action 
(AD) Party disagree with some 
of the details of the bill. 


A world without 
enough wool ? 

LONDON, Dec. 31 (AFP). — The world could experience 
a wool shortage in a few years unless world prices rise to 
a level that -is more attractive to producers, the Common- 
wealth Secretariat has warned in its latest textile bulletin. 

The Secretariat said that during the curren 1975-76 
year, wool output will be only 17,000 tons (0.6 per cent) 
higher than the level of the previous year. The latter, 
however, had seen output five per cent higher than the 
year before. 

The Secretariat said that during the current 1975-76 
in the current year would suffice, even if there is a real 
recovery in the textile industry next year. Accumulated 
stocks built up during a recession in Australia, New Zea- 
land and South Africa have hit record levels.

No quick end seen 
to Iran port jams 

LONDON, Dec. 31 (AFP). — 
Shipping executives in London 
believe the “traffic jam” at 
Iran’s leading port, Khorram- 
shahr, could last for two years, 
according to the publication 
Lloyds List. 

Ships at present have to wait 
six months before their turn 
comes for unloading. A $14.5 
million expansion programme 
is in hand at the port. 

The publication said that the 
Iranian authorities were regard- 
ed by London shipping lines as 
too optimistic when they fore- 
cast recently that the traffic 
jam would end in six months. 

Fgypt-U.S. cotton 
deal 

CAIRO, Dec. 31 (R). — Egypt 
has agreed to sell the United 
States 177 million metres of 
cotton textile in the next -two 
years, the Middle East News 
Agency reported Wednesday. 

The agency said an agree- 
ment was signed by the Egyp- 
tian Minister of Commerce, Mr. 
Zakaria Tawfik, and the Ame- 
rican Ambassador in Cairo, Mr. 
Hermann Eilts. 


Peking trade 
mission to U. S. 
this month 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31 (AFP). 
A Chinese trade mission will 
start a two-month visit to the 
United States this January, the 
National Council for United 
States-China Trade said Wed- 
nesday. 

The Council, a grouping of 
American businessmen, said the 
Chinese mission would consist 
of representatives of the natio- 
nal ores and metals import-ex- 
port company. 

Ores and metals. Including 
tin, accounted for about one- 
third of U.S. imports from Chi- 
na during the first ten months 
of 1975, which came to a to- 
tal of $119 million worth of 
goods. 

China, on the other hand, im- 
ports aluminium and scrap iron 
from the United States. 


Tapline resumes 
oil pumping 
to Lebanon 

BEIRUT, Dec. 31 (AFP). — 
Pumping of Saudi Arabian 
oil to Lebanon via the Tap- 
line has resumed, the pi- 
peline company said here 
Wednesday. 

But- the flow was being 
kept down to 150,000 bar- 
rels a day because there 
was plenty of oil already in 
tanks at Zahrani. This stor- 
ed oil was enough for two 
weeks’s requirements in 
Lebanon. 

The Trans-Arabian pipe- 
line takes oil to the port 
of Zahrani from the Saudi 
Arabian oilfields. Pumping 
was suspended last Fe- 
bruary when Lebanon got 
into an argument on oil 
prices with Saudi Arabia 
and the pipeline company. 

Even so, on two occa- 
sions in August and No- 
vember, Saudi Arabia let 
some oil through to pre- 
vent Lebanon suffering a 
fuel crisis at a particularly 
tense moment.

OPORTO, Portugal, Jan. 1 (R)- 

Three demonstrators were 

killed in this northern Portu- 
guese town Thursday night 
when paramilitary Republican 
Guards opened fire outside a 
military prison, hospital spo- 
kesmen said. 

The demonstrators were pro- 
testing against the continued 
detention of more than 100 left- 
ist soldiers and civilians in the 
Custoias prison after an abor- 
tive military rebellion on No- 
vember 25. 

Another 12 people were 
wounded — one a four year-old 
child in critical condition — the 
hospital spokesmen said. 

First reports said the de- 
monstrators tried to enter the 
prison when the front gates we- 
re opened to allow a vehicle 
out. 

The three dead were all men. 


The .tough action taken by 
loyal troops to put down the 
leftist rebellion of Nov. 25 left 
the ruling coalition of centrists, 
socialists and non-communist 
left-wing officers with its au- 
thority much enhanced. 

But the continuing imprison- 
ment of those alleged to have 
been involved has been a sour- 
ce of mounting friction, in par- 
ticular since most of them have 
been refused permission to see 
relatives and lawyers, except at 
Christmas and New Year. 

Thursday’s clash took place 
when the prisoners were out of 
their cells receiving visits from 
relatives, a military spokesman 
said. 

The radical left-wing, al- 
though now excluded from po- 
wer, has seized on the political 
prisoners’ issue as an opport- 


unity to challenge the Govern- 
ment and military chiefs. 

There have been several ear- 
lier demonstrations outside 
Custoias. 

The Republican Guard on 
duty outside the prison were 
stoned when they tried to for- 
ce the crowd back, according 
to the military spokesman. 

The guard then fired into the 
air, but received a fresh volley 
of stones and a few pistol shots 
from the demonstrators in re- 
turn, he said. It was then that 
the guard fired onto the crowd. 

The spokesman said some of 
the detained soldiers helped 
restore order inside the prison. 

About 150 soldiers and civi- 
lians were arrested after Nov. 
25, but some have since been 
transferred from Custoias to 
other barracks in Oporto and to 
the Caxias prison in Lisbon.

JAKARTA, Jan. 1, TO* —

Senhor Thomas Goncalves 
was quoted by Antara News 
Agency as saying in a broad- 
cast that the U.N. would be 
making a “big mistake if it ig- 
nored a message urging the 
postponement sent by the self- 
proclaimed Provisional Govern- 
ment of East Timor. 

A U.N spokesman said on 
Monday that Secretary Gene- 
ral Kurt Waldheim would ig- 
nore the message urging a post- 
ponement. The envoy. Signor 
Vittorio Winspeare Guicciardi, 
is expected to arrive in Jakarta 
on January 12, Antara report- 
ed. 

The message asked for a pos- 
tponement in the interests of 
the “safety of the team”. 

Senhor Goncalves said the 
U.N. mission would fail if it re- 
fused to acknowledge the exis- 
tence of the Provisional Gov- 
ernment. 

It was not clear whether his 
statement constituted a warn- 
ing about the safety of the en- 
voy. 

Indonesian Foreign Minister 
Adam Malik was quoted Wed- 
nesday as saying the Jakarta 
Government would try to ar- 
range for the envoy to visit 
East Timor, which has been 
wracked by four months of civ- 
il war.
